Tigidiy controlled by the Rent Restriction Acts on a 1939 level, whilst 
the present day cost of repairs is some three times higher than those 


of 1939. 


The time is approaching when, as fast as new houses are being 
erectea, Older houses are deteriorating at the same rate, a large 
Properction Of which will be fit orly for demolition.

Oniy 2 applications for Improvement Grants under Section 2d
